1 . SAO PAULO MEDIA GIVES PROMINENT TREATMENT TODAY TO VANCE 
VISIT. INSIDE PAGES IN MAJOR DAILIES FOCUS MOSTLY ON GOB POSITION 
ON THE NUCLEAR ISSUE: TO HEAR ANY NEW PROPOSAL, BUT NOT TO CHANGE 
THE ACCORD. RE HUMAN RIGHTS, PAPERS REFLECT OFFICIAL LINE: BRAZIL 
POSITION, SET BY FORMIN SILVEIRA AT UNGA, IS THE SAME AS THAT OF 

U.S. VANCE ACTIVITIES IN ARGENTINA ALSO GIVEN GOOD COVERAGE. 

MAJOR POINTS ARE ARGENTINE WILLINGNESS TO RATIFY THE TLATELOLCO 
ACCORD AND DEMONSTRATION BY MOTHERS OF POLITICAL PRISONERS.
